It turned out, though, 
that before the U.S. set that 
quota, in January and Febru- 
ary, Canada had been. shipping 
about 900,000 barrels a day 
to U.S. refineries. 

The U. 8S. makes quite a dis- 
dinction over oil shipped from 
foreign sources, depending on 
where that foreign oil is head- 
ing. If it’s going to be refined 
west of the Rockies, they don't 
‘worry too much about that, 
because the small US. oil 
‘producers in the mid-West find 
it’s not economic. to pump the 
stuff via pipeline over the 
mountains, 

We ship 250,000 barrels 
daily to the U.S. west of the 
Rockies, the area known as 
U.S. Region Five.

Projections by oil experts 
show that the U.S, consump- 
tion of oil is rising so dramati- 
cally that very soon — within 
15 years — the U.S, will 
reach the limit of industrial 
expansion, as that expansion 
depends upon petroleum prod- 
ucts. . 

U.S. demand is increasing at 
the rate of 600,000 barrels 
per day every year. 

There is insufficient oil in 
the U.S. -- including the huge 
oil field now under develop- 
ment at Prudhoe Bay, Alaska 
— to provide for American 
needs much beyond 1985, As 
a result, the U.S. will inevita- 
bly become increasingly more 
dependent on outside sources 

- primarily Canada. ’ 

It wouldn’t seem very smart 
if we agree to supply all the oil. 
the U.S. needs in raw form. 
What Energy Minister J. J.. 
Greene should be doing is — 
hammering out a particular 
deal with Washington, 

He should be bargaining for 
further Canadian industrializa- 


- tion in the petroleum industry

When - it comes to security, 
ihe western division of the 
American Baseball League is 
hardly the place to apply for 
managers. 1 . 

Only one of the six managers 
has survived from last year 
and Don Gutteridge is back 
with the Chicago. White Sox 
through default. If Al Lopez 
still warited the job, he would 
be at the controls. 

The complete change-over in 
the front office means that any 
predictions on the outcome 
must take into consideration a 
number of factors — including 
the past performances of man- 
agers, 

And in the case of Oakland 
Athletics, one must also re- 
member that owner Charlie 
Finley is hardly the easiest 
man to work with. 

Minnesota Twins won the 

pennant last year under scrap- 
py Billy Martin, but quickly 
faded in front of Baltimore 
Orioles in the AL final. And 
everyone knows what hap- 
pened to the Orioles against 
the Mets. Result — Billy Mar- 
tin was given the chop for 
finishing first. 
' New manager Bill Rigney is 
the exact opposite to Martin — 
calm and cool even in the 
midst of a long losing streak. 
He grew accustomed to these 
problems when with the Giants 
and Angels. : 

But the Twins still have one 
of the best infields in baseball, 
a solid front-line pitching staff 
and a better-than-average. out- 
field.

In answer to the Board’s letter sent to you individually, the teachers wish to 
state their case. 


The Board's letter states: 
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The current dissatisfaction circles around a sup- 
posed “gentleman's agreement’. arising out of 
Addendum No. 2. This addendum was translated 
to imply that this Board had automatically agreed 
to accept a report which would be presented to it 
... by a joint Trustee-Teacher Committee. 


the Teachers answer that by saying: . 


The whole purpose of the mediation. meeting 
which drew up Addendum No. Z was to find a 
solution to the problem of the teacher's mass re- 
signation ux November 1969, over the unsatisfac- 
tory definition of levels. 
To postpone the solution till next year negates 
the purpose of the mediation meeting. 

At no time during the mediation meeting was it 
proposed to leave the matter until 1970-71. In- 
deed, discussion of specitic cases showed that the 
Board was anxious to safeguard the salaries this 
year of those personnel which might be adversely 
affected by any new definition ot levels. To post- 


pone the solution until next year destroys the in- . 


tent ot the mediation meeting. 

It was agreed to reter the matter to a Teacher- 
‘|rustee Committee for its recommendation. This 
Committee made unanimous recommendations on 
the main definitions of levels. It did not recom- 
mend postponement of the new definitions of 
levels until next year. 

To postpone the solution till next year exceeds the 
recommendations of the Teacher-lrustee Com- 


ers’ opinion, an adequate one. And for these rea- 
sons: 3 


The teachers have been pressing for expand- 
ed definitions of levels since March 1969. 
This has given the Board adequate time for 
greater study. 

These expanded definitions of levels are com- 
monplace throughout the Province and have 


been for some years. It is not something new ~ 


that has been sprung on the trustees. 

The local Hastings Public School Board has 
an expanded definition of levels which en- 
courages its teachers to better their qualifica- 
tions, encourages their well-qualified teachers 
to remain with them and attracts well-quali- 
fied teachers to their system. The separate 
school trustees cannot be unaware of such 
definitions of levels.

It was obvious that any retroactive implementa- 
tion of levels would have no beneficial value to 
the system.

There- 
fore, it is necessary for laboratories 
like the one at Brighton to carry out 
specific tests in order to assist -in 
diagnosing disease conditions. 


'1970, at 12:45 p.m. The minutes off Animals are not handled directly 


by the Brighton laboratory. If a 
farmer has a sick animal, he first 
calls a practising veterinarian in his 
area. The veterinarian examines the 
animal and may 
and whatever samples are necessary 
tor analysis to the laboratory. 

The results frorm each test are re- 
corded by the laboratory and sent to 
the veterinarian who prescribes treat- 
ment for the sick animal. Veterinari- 
ans also send dead animals to Brigh- 
‘ton for necropsy to determine the 
cause of death or to confirsa the 
clinical diagnosis. 

Specimen kits and mailing  con- 
tainers are provided by the labora- 
tory for the 45 practicing veterinari- 
ans in the Toronto-Kingston area. 

Farmers may submit poultry di- 
rectly to Brighton without sonsuiting 
a practitioner. The results and prob- 
lems are discussed with the owner, 
who is advised on the treatment to 
‘be given. 
| In addition to ordviding a routine 
diagnostic service, the Brighton la- 
boratory carries out research of a4 
‘practical or field investigational na- 
ture. Serious outbreaks of disease, 
shew conditions and interesting cases 
are investigated and studied. 

Many veterinary clinics are now 
| setting up their own laboratories and 
idoing their own tests. However, there 
| will always be a demand for the 
‘provincial laboratories to carry out 
procedures which cannot be done by 
the clinic. Approximately 300,000 
tests were carried out im 1968 by the 
,six government laboratories, and the 
idemand for this service is increasing 
levery year.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

1. Q. Must I have a Social Insur- 
ance Number? 

A. Yes, if you are required to file 
an income tax return, you are requir- 
ed by law to have a social insurance 
number. Also it is important that the 
| information filed on your social in- 
surance number application ig correct | 
since your Canada Pension Plan re- 
¢ords will be based on this informa- 
tion. : 

2. Q. My wife took a part-time job 
last year for the first time since our 
marriage. She earned over $3,000. Do 
I have to include her income with 
mine or does she have to file a sep- 
arate return for her income? 

A, Since your wife will have a tax- 
able income, she must file a separate 
return. Because her income was more 
than $1,250 you will not be able to 
claim married exemption on your re- 
turn. 

3. Q. I am self-employed and I pay 
into a retirement savings plan with 
an Insurance Company. I have no 
salaried income whatsoever and un- 
derstand that I can claim for income 
tax purposes a maximum of $2,500 
for my retirement savings plan. Is 
this correct? 

A. If you are not covered by a9 
employees pension plan you would be 
entitled to claim amounts paid into a 
registered retirement savings plan 
up to the lesser of $2,500 or 20 per 
cent of your earned income for the 
year. 

4. Q. I gave $50 to the United Ap- 
peal. Can I claim this as tax deduct- 
ible in addition to the standard de- 
duction of $1007 

A. No. You are entitled to claim 
either the standard deduction of $100 
or your charitable donations and me- 
‘dical expenses, but not beth. in the 
same year. 

5. Q. My brother and I de single, 
both working,: and living at ‘home 
with our parents.-Our’-parents are 
dependent on us for support and we 
share’ equally. in . maintaining the 
home. We would like to know if we 
can each claim the equivalent exemp- 
tion of $1,000 when completing our 
income tax return. sa 

A. Assuming that both your par- 
ents otherwise qualify as dependants, 
either you or your brother is entitled 
to claim the $1,000 equivalent exemp- 
tion for either of your parents, the 
usual exemption may be claimed for 
the other parent as you may agree

6..Q. Are dividends and interest 
credited by insurance companies on 
non-matured life insurance policies 
taxable?

DETERGENT POLLUTION 
(By Mary MacEachern) 
Pollution is the introduction into 
the environment of any 


material 
Which hampers the life cycle of man 
and the creatures who live on the 
earth. 

For the purposes of this article 
We will jus: look at one type of pol- 
lution that of detergents, or 
known as phosphate pollution. 

Detergents do not directly pollute 
& body of water. They dct as nutri- 
ents or fertilizers to Algae. The vari- 
ous forms pf algae, such as moss, 
Weeds and other green growth, serve 
a definite purpose in nature to keep 
water alive and fresh, However, over- 
Production of this type of plant life 
can also destroy fresh water by using 
excessive amounts of oxygen. 

By killing our fresit water, we will 
eventually Kill ourselves. This dying

Manure spread on a frozen 
field will run off as surface water 
in the spring —- another major source 
of phosphate pollution. 
The increaSe in phosphate concen- 
tration at sewage plants is between 
two or three times that it was before 
detergents came on the market about 
1940. The implication must be that 
detergents are responsible for doubl- 
ing or tripling the phosphate concen- 
tration reaching the sewage plant, as 
detergents are the only major change 
which has taken place in that time. 


What is the solution? Sewage dis- : 


posal plants —- to treat all of. our 
sewage, not just 10 or 20 per cent or 
even 80 per cent of it.

OTTAWA ~--- Sometimes the 
Trudeau Government performs 
with beautiful smoothness in 
classical textbook fashion.

As of September 1, 1971, those 
entering elementary teaching will re- 
quire one year of university in addi-~ 
tion to the existing requiremen¢s.

| Mr. Davis said the new qualifica- 
ition represents the highest academic

The move to a year of university | 
training is now possible because of 
the greatly increased numbers of stu- 
dents moving through the secondary | 
schools providiig a-larger pool from 
which teacher candidates may be re- 
cruited, Mr. Davis said. 

Mr. Davis noted that the rate of 
increase in elementary school enrol- 
ment is easing off and ‘will soon hit 
a maximum and then decrease. This, 
he said, means that the number of 
applicants for teaching positions is 
increasing while the need is decreas- 
ing. Another, factor has been the in- 
creased number of students in Teach- 
ers’ College and in the elementary 
school option at the Colleges of Edu- 
cation who already have the new 
minimum requirement. 

Present enrolment in the Teachers’ 
Colleges include 631 students who 
have one year of university, 353 who 
have completed two years and 1,049 
who hold a degree. Noting that a 
degree is a requirement for entPance 
to the Colleges of Education, Mr. 
Davis, said there was an additional 
559 college of education stadents en- 
rolled in the elementary school op- 
tion. 
| Mr. Davis said the figures indicate | 
'that there should still be a substan- 
tial number of students taking ‘their 
professional year in 1971-72 and that 
on graduation they, along with those 
teachers already cerificated, but who | 
may not have found positions, wel

How do I know how much I 
can claim for my union dues and 
how do I know what is not an allow- 
able deduction ? 

A. Fees paid to fraternal societies 


-land service clubs are not deductible 


from employment income. Your union 
should inform you what you can 
claim for your union dues by giving 
you a receipt to file with your in- 
come tax return. 

4..Q. I am a salesman operating 
out of my house. I have a room set 
up.as an office. Can I claim any ex-~- 
penses for this “office” when figuring 
my income tax? 

A. If the room is used solely for 
the purpose of earning your income, 
you may be entitled to deduct a por- 
tion of the cost of maintaining your 
house as a business expense, Unfor- 
tunately, more information would be 
required before you could be advised 
on how to calculate the amount of 
your deduction, but your District 
Taxation Office will be pleased to 
help you. 

5. I arrivéd in Canada in August 
last year and am told that when fil- 
ing my income tax return I have to 
pro-rate my personal exemptions. 
What does this mean? 

A. This is explained in Item 21 of 
the Guide to the 1969 T1 Short and 
Item 20 of the 1969 T1 General Tax 
Guide under. the. heading, “Special 
Rules of Immigrants and. Emigrants”. 
Basically, it means that you are al- 
lowed to claim exemptions for only 
that portion of the year you were a 
resident of Canada. If you. were 4 
resident for 200 days, you would be

Bunch Imlach is from the 


. old school — either you're 
with him, or you're against 


him. There’s-no grey arga or 
Part-time supporter for Imlach. 

Many may object to his stub- 
born manner, and others may 
fault his trades. But even his 
opponents admit that hockey 
was the poorer for his ahsence 
in 1969-70. 

Of course, Punch wasn't real- 
ly away from the game he 
Joves. As part. owner of the 
Vancouver Canucks, he was 
‘hired as a scout and talent 
expert. And the Toronto Tele- 
gram Syndicate hired him to 
write a weekly hockey column 
which he thoroughly enjoyed. 
From all reports, it proved ex- 
tremely popular with two mil- 
lion readers, if not the Board 
of Governors of the NHL, 

That’s another thing about 
Imlach. He says what he 
thinks, despite the  conse- 
quences. Even after he signed 
up with Buffalo Sabres as 
coach and general manager for 
next season, he continued to 
criticize things that were 
wrong with hockey. 

Twice the Board of Gover- 
nors asked him to explain his 
statements. And his latest blast 
at the Stanley Cup playoff sys- 
tem is certain to lead to anoth- 
er trip. 

“{ feel that playing four 
games in five days during the 
playoffs is too heavy a sched- 
ule for good exciting hockey,” 
Imlach wrote. “If the Stanley 
Cup is worth playing for, then 
it should be held under the 
best playing conditions. Back- 
to-bavck games do not give 
teams the proper time for 
preparation,” ~ 

Punch elaborated when we 
questioned him further on the 
point. “Look at what happened 
to us Jast year. We struggled to 
make fourth place and went to 
Boston to open the series. 
They clobbered us good, 10-0, 
and there was that fight be- 
tween Bobby Orr and Pat 
Quinn. The Boston papers were 
full of it the next day, saying 
how the fans would be out for 
Quinn’s blood. So we have to 
zo out the very next night and 
our guys weren't in the mood 
for hockey ‘ 

“I’m not saying we would 
have beaten Boston, or even 


escapell being knocked out 
four straight. But I do know 
we didn't play our best hockey, 
and that’s what the Stanley — 
Cup is -— the best.” 

Imlach also was upset at the 
Detroit management for allow- 
ing the ployers to celebrate 
iheir win over New York on 
the final Saturday of the sea- 
son. . : 

“That (Gary) Unger gocs on 
television the next. day and 
admits the team stayed up too 
jate and partied too much. If I 
were Montreal. I'd be blazing 
mad.” 

Of course, the Wings let the 
Rangers shoot at will and New 
York, not Montreal, made the 
Stanley Cup playoffs. 

Imlach’s outspok ways 
have continually got “him in 
hot water. Shortly after he 
took over as ‘both coach and 
general manager of the Leafs, 
he had a run-in with the press. 

Punch had been accustomed 
to Quebec City wheré the press 
was considered part of the 
team. Criticism of the home 
team was unheard of. If the 
coach claimed the referee was 
going against his team, that’s 
the way the press saw it. 

The Toronto press didn’t 
agree, And Puneh _ finally 
barred the dressing room to all 
newsmen. Sports editor Milt 
Dunnell of the Toronto Star 
objected to the censorship and 
the Star deleted Imlach’s name 
from the paper for a year. 

One of the rookie newsmen 
in those days was assigned to 
the Boston game. He went to 
the airport to board the Leafs’ 
chartered plane. The regular 
writers came along and told 
him to go with them ~— they 
refused to fly with the Leafs , 
beeause of Imlach’s ban. 

The rook declined. And after 
the plane was in the air, Im- 
lach yelled across the aisle: 
“Who are you?” Lloyd Finley 
identified himself. With that, 
Funch took him around, intro- 
ducing him to the players. 

“Fellows meet Lloyd Finley. 
He’s with us. Not like those 
other &°-+* x! guys. You can 
talk to him. He’s0.K.”

‘Montreal Canadiens had won 
the Stanley Cup by beating 
Detroit. Red Wings four games

As we head into May, 1970, 
5t is the Stanley Cup that has 
‘yet to start and the complaints 
mre few and far between. 

But anyone who has traveled 
across Canada at Stanley Cup 
time realizes how far hockey 
has fallen’ as a result of the 
don't-care attitude of the own- 
ers when it comes to schedul- 
ing playoffs. 

it is bad enough that hockey 
js the only “major” sport that 
feels it is necessary to play 76 
pyames to eliminate one-third of 
the teams. But to compound 
the problem, the season is 


. dragged on into April. The 


Stanley Cup this year could be 
presented as late as May 19 
just a few days before the an- 
nual Indianapolis 500 auto 
race, That's one record the 
"NHL probably will ignore in 
their list of records. 

In 1965, we stopped in sev- 
eral Western Canadian cities 
aluring the Stanley Cup final 
between Montreal and Chicago. 
A few years earlier, sucha 
dinal guaranteed a record tele- 
vision audience in every Cana- 
alian city. 

‘But that year in Regina, a 

«rowd of several thousand 
‘waited in a shopping centre to 
see Gompetitors arriving in the 
annual Shell 4000 Car Rally. 
"The cars were more than two 
hours lote due to a mix-up in 
the scheduling: Yet only a 
handful left the centre and it's 
doubtful if any of these went 
home to see the seventh and 
aieciding game of the Stanley 
Cup. And car rallys are hardly 
&@ spectator sport. 

“By now, who cares about

} Teachers’ Federation are pleased to 


announce a complete salary . and 
fringe benefit settlement for the 1970- 
71 school year. 

This is the first such settlement to 
be negotiated in the province and is a 
result of concentrated and co-opera- 
tive bargaining. The negotations were 
conducted with respect and mutual 
understanding on the part of all 
groups. x 

The resulting settlement, outlined 
below, amounts to approximately an 
8.5 per cent increase over the 1969 
salary and fringe benefit sthedule, 
The trustees and teachers believe that 
this increase is legitimate and reveals 
the concern which is‘shared by both 
groups for the need of teachers and 
the financial resources of the com- 
munity. 

Teachers with basic degrees receive 
a starting salary of $7,100 and a 
maximum of $11,500. The range in- 
creases with additional -specializa- 


* tions so.that an honour degree gradu- 


ate has a minimum of $8,800 and a 
maximum of $14,700. The annual in- 
crement for these teachers is $400.

Mr. Tipper provided figures from 
the University of Guelph to prove 
that “one would have to dump all the 
phosphorus used as fertilizer in On- 
tario in the Great Lakes for ten 
years lo obiain an average concentra- 
tion that would ‘promgje algae 
growth", 

Guelph estimates that more than 
190,000 tons of phophorus was sold in 
Canada in 1968. If all this phosphorus 
reavhed surface waters, the average 
concentration would be. {005 parts per 
million, much below the .05 parts per 
million level required to support al- 
yae growth. 

If all the phosphorus -sold as fer- 
tilizer in Ontario reached’ the Great 
Lakes, it would also result in a phos- 
phorus concentration of .005 parts 
per million, 

“The agricultural industry is con- 
cerned about pollution”, rotes Mr. 
Tipper. “Pollution is everybody's busi- 
ness because everybody’ contributes 
one way or unother to the problem”.

‘UPDATING OF U. OF T. 
GOV'T. STRUCTURE 


A member of the Senate of the 
University of Toronto and formerly a 
‘member of the. Commission on Uni- 


versity Government, Mr. R. L. Hicks, | 


| Assistant’ Chief Engineer of the Tor- 
‘onto Hydro Electric System, spoke to 
ithe University Women's Club of 

Selleville. He stated that by 1963 a 
'movement for reform of government 
istructure within the university result- 
jed in a commission headed by Pro- 
fessors Duff and Bardol. The feeling 
was that ¢he professional administra- 
itors, Board of Governors, had too 
jmuch to say and were solely interest- 
led in finances while the Senate was 
| strictly academic in approach with no 
lmutual meeting ground. The main 
lrecommendation was: “the faculty 
‘should have more to say in financial 
jaffairs’. 
| President, Claude Bissell, recogniz- 
ed the need for action and in 1965 
another council was established. He 
also was keenly aware of the stu- 
dents’ needs and increasing restless- 
ness. 

In - 1966 the Association of the 
|Teaching Staff presented a brief re- 
‘questing the faculty have represen- 
itatives on the Board of Governors; 
lthus there would be only one body 
responsible for both academic and 
financial matters. This has not been 
japproved. 
| Friday, December 13th, 1968, the 
first meeting of a committee to study 
the whole structure of the University 
took place. The President, four rep- 
resentatives of the teaching staff and 
four student representatives had vot- 
ing privileges; two representatives 
of the Board of Governors and one of 
the Alumni (Mr. Hicks) could not 
vote. From then until September} 
1969, 145 meetings were held, Includ- 
'ed were fifty-two hearings: all of the 
radical students from U. of T. and 
some from other universities, repre- 
sentatives from other universities 
(both Canadian’ and U.S.A.) and 
among other individuals, Marshal 
McLuhan. As well, eighty-one briefs 
from faculty, alumni groups and in- 
dividuals were studied. What evolved 
was a compromise. In all, there were 
107 recommendations. 

Mr. Hicks continued by stating 
some of the Alumni’s attitudes to- 
wards these recommendations. One 
governing council is good if of the 
right composition. Decentralization of 
authority rather than all details fun- 
nelling to the top is a move in the 
right direction. Representation ”6f ptu- 
dents is desirable, but not parity. 
Provision for future internal change 
is good. The proposed composition 
of the council is not good, as it is 
weighted toward elected faculty and 
elected students, both of whom may 
be there for too short a term; they 
could lack the experience to manage 
the university's budget of $100 mil- 
lion. There is no assurance an ade- 
{eae number of senior faculty would 
be members. Since the Province pro- 
vides two-thirds of the funds, govern- 
ment appointees should equal those of 
staff: and students. Graduates (100,-

ly with staff and students.
